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Carter Nomination Slated 


Muskie Said To Be Carter’s VP Nominee 


Pair Back In County Jail 


NEW YORK (UPI) - To­ 
night 
the 
Democrats 
nominate Jimmy Carter to 
lead them to the promised 
land of the presidency after 
eight years of political exile. 
By the time delegates to 
the 
37th 
Democratic 
National 
Convention 
in 
Madison Square Garden 
certify C arter as their 
presidential nominee on the 
first ballot ending about 
11:30 p.m. EDT, his aides 
say, the 51-year-old former 
Georgia governor finally will 
have chosen a running mate. 
Although Carter’s people 
vehemently insisted he had 
not m ade 
the 
decision 
Tuesday, or even narrowed 
his list of six candidates, a 
growing 
number 
of 
delegates, political pundits 
and party professionals 
speculated — 
prospective 
House 
Speaker Thomas 
O’Neill called it his “gut 
instinct” — that C arter 
would tap Sen. 
Edmund 
Muskie, 62, of Maine. 
One 
longtime 
Carter 
associate said he, too, would 
agree it looked like Muskie. 
A 17-year veteran of the 
Senate and the lone Roman 
Catholic on the list, Muskie 
was Hubert Hum phrey's

School Seeking 
New Location 


The Montesorri school 
which has been located at 
the University of Plano for 
the past three years 
is 
searching for new quarters. 
According 
to 
Sherry 
Walker, at the time of the 
auction which took place at 
the university on July 2 to 
sell off the defunct property, 
the school was occupying 
one of the buildings located 
on the campus. 
During the auction, the 
building 
and 
the 
land 
beneath it was sold to a 
builder. Ms. Walker said, but 
could not give the Daily Star- 
Courier the man s name. 
She said that because of an 
outstanding water bill owed 
by the university to the City 
of Plano, all water service 
has been turned off, leaving 
the 
Montesorri 
school 
without any water at all, and 
she added that the electricity 
will be cut off immediately. 
“The city refuses to add 
any cut-ins to the property, 
because of the outstanding 
debt, so it leaves us without 
adequate facilities for our 
students,” 
Ms. 
Walker 
commented 
“ We are looking for 
another building to rent and 
would prefer renting from a 
church. We could use their 
facilities during the week 
and would leave it free over 
the weekends,” she said. 
Presently, the school has 
23 students enrolled in their 
summer Peanuts program, 
but during the winter months 
the school is programmed to 


care for 30 students. Ages of 
acceptance ranges from two 
years to first grade, and the 
school is in session from 9 
a m. to noon daily. 
No food is served to the 
students, which aleviates 
necessity 
for 
kitchen 
facilities, Ms. Walker stated, 
adding that if anyone has 
knowledge of an available 
building to contact her at 
424-2030 or 423-0631.

Bond Reasoning Given 


Judge Comments On Hicks Case 


Joe D. Hicks of Plano 
remains in jail under a 
$500,000 bond because he is 
charged with maintaining a 
“ continuing crim inal en­ 
terp rise” in the “ most 
severe” narcotics case ever 
handled by U.S. District 
Judge Eldon Mahon of Ft. 
Worth. 
Hicks and 13 other persons 
were named in a recent 
sealed indictment from the 
Ft. Worth Federal Grand 
Jury with operating an in­ 
ternational drug ring which 
imported millions of dollars 
worth of cocaine 
from 
Colombia and heroin from 
Thailand 


In 
a 
written 
opinion 
concerning the high bail of 
Hicks and Kammell Kouri of 
Dallas ($100,000 bail), Judge 
Mahon pointed out that 
“ Justice 
Dept. 
policy 
requires that a U.S. attorney 
can request an indictment 
for this offense only with 
special permission from the 
Justice 
Dept. 
This 
requirement shows in itself 
the seriousness of the of­ 
fense,” he added 
In addition to the “con­ 
tinuing criminal enterprise” 
charge, 
Hicks 
is 
also 
charged with three counts of 
narcotics trafficking, for 
which he could receive a 


total sentence of 45 years in 
prison and $75,000 in fines, if 
convicted 
If convicted of the “en­ 
terp rise” charge, Hicks 
could receive an additional 
life sentence and be fined up 
to $100,000. 
Kouri's connection in the 
case, according to Judge 
Mahon's opinion, is that he is 
charged with 
supplying 
Hicks money to buy nar­ 
cotics, in addition to making 
telephone calls to Colombia 
to arrange purchases of 
cocaine 
Judge Mahon also pointed 
out that neither Hicks nor 
Kouri were willing to take 


Garland went

PISD budget. 
Trustees meeting Tuesday 
night for a final informal 
review of the $15,390,227 
operating budget found few 
areas of disagreement, but 
there will probably be a split 
on the use of workbooks 
when the board takes a vote 
on July 27. 
Superintendent H. Wayne 
Hendrick and other staff 
m em bers 
have 
recom ­ 
mended that workbooks be 
provided for only first and 
second graders, 
but Sue 
Willard Olivier is urging the 
inclusion of at least $8,000 for 
the purchase of workbooks 
for other elementary grades 
at the option of each teacher. 
She believes a $15,000 
social work program with 
the University of Texas at 
Arlington 
(UTA) 
can 
be 
eliminated with those funds 
to be used for workbooks. 
The district now receives six 
graduate students from UTA 
who do social counseling 
under the guidance of a 
professor, but several board 
members have questioned 
the value of the program for 


the coming year 
Hendrick suggested that if 
the UTA program is cut. the 
money should be used to 
supplement the cost of 
providing all district em­ 
ployees with health in­ 
surance through the Texas 
Association of School Boards 
(TASB). 
The TASB rates are about 
$30 less per year than those 
offerred 
by 
a 
private 
c o m p a n y 
P r e s e n t l y , 
teachers have the option of 
purchasing the health care 
package, 
but 
the 
new 
program would be man­ 
datory for all employees 
with the district picking up 
the tab 
The superintendent said he 
believes the program is so 
good that staff members will 
be willing to forego an­ 
ticipated additional help to 
offset the cost to the district. 
He pointed out that even 
with the cooperation of each 
department, an additional 
penny on the tax rate may be 
n e c e s s a r y , 
h o w e v e r . 
Projected costs will be 


available prior to the public 
hearing. Hendrick promised 
Another area of concern 
reemphasized Tuesday is a 
reduction in teaching aid 
materials from $6.50 per 
elementary student to $6 
Hendrick told the board that 
some of the money taken 
out of the category which is 
p r i m a r i l y 
f o r 
mimeographing 
materials 
has been used for other 
teaching aids. He did not 
give a specific example of 
this, however 
One parent who has at­ 
tended all work sessions on 
the budget asked the board 
to allocate additional funds 
to 
insure 
that 
another 
teacher is automatically 
hired 
whenever 
the 
classroom ratio drops below 
26 to I. She said she believes 
the people of Plano would be 
willing to pay for the low 
student-teacher ratio 
Another parent also spoke 
out strongly for the man­ 
datory use of workbooks in 
all elementary grades She 
advocated a board policy 


which 
would 
force 
all 
teachers to use a workbook 
and proposed that money 
presently allocated to the 
UTA program, the drill team 
and Great Books be used for 
this purpose 
Taxes will apparently be 
increased by about 18 cents 
if there are no appreciable 
changes in the proposed 
budget Seven and a half 
cents 
of 
that 
total 
is 
allocated for debt service. 
The $4,366,642 debt service 
budget finances the prin­ 
cipal and interest payments 
on bonds previously sold to 
fund 
new 
school 
con­ 
struction. 
The ll cent increase at­ 
tributed to operating ex­ 
penses is due primarily to 
increases in local funding, 
students, inflation and utility 
bills 
Projections indicate that 
utilities will cost $581,000 this 
year including $370,000 for 
electricity, 
$100,000 
for 
natural gas. $62,000 for 
telephone and $49,000 for 
water.

Tax Reform 
Bentsen Tally Scores Low 


Sen. Lloyd Bentsen, D- 
Texas, a member of the 
Senate Finance Committee, 
voted for tax reform only 15 
percent of the time during 
the markup of the tax reform 
bill (H R. 10612), according 
to a study released by 
Taxation with Represen­ 
tation, a public interest 
taxpayers’ lobby. 
Bentsen 
scored 
sub­ 
stantially lower than the 
average committee member 
score of 33 out of a possible 
IOO, and was the lowest- 
scoring Democrat on the 
committee, scoring more 
than 50 percent lower than 
the average Democratic 
member score of 43. 
Bentsen was absent during 
the voting for all amend­ 
ments designed to restrict 


the use of tax shelters by 
wealthy 
individuals, 
such 
limitations on 
artificial 
losses, or “ LAL provisions” , 
concerning real estate and 
leasing. Both amendments 
to adopt the passed House 
LAL 
provisions 
were 
defeated by the committee 
Bentsen voted against 
amendments which would 
tighten up the loopholes in 
the minimum tax, especially 
by eliminating the deduction 
for taxes paid. The deduction 
for regular taxes paid has 
been called the “executive 
suite loophole,” because it 
allows wealthy executives to 
shelter their loophole income 
with the deduction for their 
regular taxes. 
Bentsen also voted against 
the amendment to repeal the 


domestic international sales 
c o r p o r a t io n 
( D I S C ) 
provision, 
which 
allows 
corporations 
to 
escape 
paying tax on one-half of 
their export income. The 
defeat of this amendment 
will cost the U.S. Treasury 
$1.6 billion in taxes and will 
benefit the very largest 
corporations, those with 
assets of $250 million or 
more. The amendment to 
limit DISC tax subsidies was 
also opposed by Bentsen 


In addition, the amend­ 
ment to repeal tax deferrals 
on forign income of U.S. 
corporations was opposed by 
Bentson.

downturn in the production 
of primary metals and the 
belatedness of the upturn in

production,

recession in Texas was 
never as severe in durables 
Throughout most of 1974, 
in fact, durable goods were 
being turned out faster than 
they are today. At the trough 
of the recession last sixing, 
prod tx'ti on of nonelectrical 
machinery, which is largely 
oilfield equipment in Texas, 
was running about the same 
level as today.

Bruise* and Broken 
Bones 
With the arriv al of sum m er and the current popularity of 
skateboards, we are seeing increasing num bers of bruised 
and broken bones. For m inor bruises, I recom m end 
elevating the injured area if possible and applying an ice 
pack interm ittently for the first six to 12 hours 
Always use cold therapy initially, and avoid direct contact 
of ice with skin, as this can cause cold injury sim ilar to a 
burn if applied too long to the unprotected skin Place a towel 
or other cloth m aterial between the ice pack and the skin 
I/*ave the ice pack on for 20 to 30 m inutes, then rem ove for IO 
to 15 m inutes and repeat This will serve to decrease the 
am ount of swelling of the bruised bone. 
H eat m ay be applied after 24 hours have elapsed, but 
never im m ediately after the accident as this will aggravate 
and prom ote painful swelling. Aspirin and their substitutes 
suffice nicely to allev iate the pa in of m inor bruises 
Many people believe that if there is no obvious bone 
deform ity and they a re able to move the extrem ity in all 
directions, then there is no broken bone This is not tru e' 
Hairline fractures and breaks which are not m isaligned m ay 
allow full range of m ovem ent to the extrem ity The only way 
to differentiate a severe bruise and a fractu re is by careful 
m edical exam ination and, if indicated, by X ray If you a re 
in doubt, consult your physician 
For obvious broken bones such as deform ities of the arm s 
and legs, it is im portant to rem em ber not to attem pt to “ set 
the fra c tu re ” or re a lig n the bones to their norm al con 
figuration. This procedure, if necessary, should be per­ 
form ed by an experienced physician only To attem pt this 
yourself can easily result in severe injury to the underlying 
nerves, arte ries, and veins, increasing the extent of total 
injury. 
For obvious fractures, apply an ice pack directly over the 
break, again rem em bering to protect the skin against cold 
burns. If possible, splint the arm or leg using a board or 
other rigid m aterial which conform s to the shape* of the 
extrem ity in its broken state. E levate the fractured ex­ 
trem ity, and seek m edical attention as soon as possible 
This colum n is presented by the Daily Star-C ourier as a 
public service and is not intended lo be a substitute for 
seeking professional m edical help.

O klahom a’s 
Institute of P rim ate Studies 
will be w atching to see if she 
teaches the sign language to 
her offspring. 
Dr. Roger Fouts, associate 
professor of psychology at 
the university, 
has spent 
considerable tim e teaching 
sign language to the ex 
pectant 
chim p and other 
prim ates 
Although 
m ore 
than 
a 
dozen chim ps have had som e 
sign language training in 
rec en t 
y e a rs , 
W ashoe 
probadly 
has 
the 
largest 
vocabulary, Fouts said 
som e 200 words, from which 
sh e ca n s trin g to g e th e r 
phrases to express em otions, 
thoughts and w ants 
She also has created novel 
term s for item s for which 
she has no sign, such as a 
Brazil nut, which she calls a 
“ rock b e rry ,” or a swan, 
which she refers to as a 
“ w ater b ird .” 
Fouts said baby chim ps 
raised by hum ans have been 
known to use sign language 


by 
their third 
or 
fourth 
month, just as deaf hum an 
babies m ay m ake signs by 
their fifth m onth of life. 
W ashoe’s baby probably 
will take longer to m ake 
signs 
if, indeed, it learns 
the language 
because it 
will be raised by its natural 
m other and signing is a 
second language to chim ps, 
Fouts said 
“They don’t use it nearly 
as often as their natural 
form of com m unication,’’ he 
said 
But the professor is con­ 
fident W ashoe will teach her 
baby the sign language and 
give it the ability to com 
m unicate with hum ans 
“ I think that the baby will 
learn 
it 
because 
chim ps 
learn tool m aking and tool 
use from their m others,’’ he 
said. 
Washoe has been acting 
“ very typically p regnant,” 
Fouts said 
She has had 
m orning sickness and these 
days she 
m oves a 
little 
slower than usual. 
W ashoe apparently knows 
she is pregnant 
She often 
points to her stom ach and 
gives the sign for baby 
that is, she cradles her arm s

How doe* alcoholism in • rainily 
affect the children in the fam ily? My husband drinks very 
heavily, and I am worried that because my kids a re around 
the drinking, and the results of his drinking, that the in­ 
fluence on them might be very bad. I drink ab o . bet only 
when I need to relax or to get rid of a headache. W hat I really 
need to know is if heavy drinking can hurt my children. 
IV ar H eader. The statistics with which I am fam iliar 
indicate that 
Ikie out of 11 people who drink will becom e alcoholic. 
O ne out of four people w ill becom e alcoholic if one parent 
was an alcoholic 
AND one out of two. or SO percent of children who have 
parents win) a re both alcoholic will also becom e alcoholic. 
Tile percentage* are pessim istic, to say the least, and 
unfortunately little has been w ritten dealing specifically 
with this area Much of what is being learned, is taken from 
the reports of children whose parents a re alcoholic From 
these reports, we are beginning to see that the aw areness of 
alcoholism for even the young child is very high. At 
m inim um , a child may see drinking as a socially acceptable 
anxiety reduction panacea and problem solver 
H ie effects of alcoholism on children m ay be seen in 
several areas First, tho alcoholic parent may be seen by the 
child as grossly inconsistent in both verbal and behavioral 
m essages that the child receives What is true when sober, 
may not be so when drinking 
Alcohol is seen as a problem solver, and as a way to feel 
bettor Being drunk allows a person to “ whip the w orld” that 
lie could not whip while sober The alcoholic is seen as lazy 
and non -caring Fam ily involvement suffers, and interaction 
on a m eaningful level is reduced to zero 
Surprisingly, children of alcoholic parents do not want the 
family relationship dissolved Apparently, m isery is better 
than nothing at all 
Second, school problem s often arise in such situations. 
These usually surround the child's need for the attention that 
he is not receiving at hom e They m ay feel unliked by their 
fleers, and often be in trouble with school officials They feel 
unworthy and incapable, and as a result, their academ ic 
perform ance may drop off significantly 
H ie third area of effects on children includes the resultant 
physical problem s 
Bedw etting is not 
an uncommon 
phenomenon. Sleep deprivation m ay also exist due to the 
fighting between, or the rages of, the parents when drinking 
The child m ay go without breakfast or without other 
m eals, and therefore not derive the nutrients or energy 
needed for daily functioning Direct physical abuse is also 
related to alcoholism, and m ay have som e obviously serious 
effects. 
The effects of alcoholism on the feelings experienced by 
the child com prises the fourth area of concern They may 
feel fear, rejection, and isolation. In older children, because 
(hey understand m ore about the so c ia l' im plications of 
alcoholism , they m ay feel em barrassm ent over their 
parents actions. They m ay also feel the sting of financial 
deprivation resulting from larg e am ounts of money being 
funneled into a whiskey bottle. For some, the reaction to 
their feelings is w ithdraw al For som e, it is rebelliousness 
The fifth factor is the pay-offs that a child receives from 
being exposed 
to alcoholic parents and the influence of 
alcoholism. They find that they can get aw ay with much. 
P arents can he m anipulated easier when they are drunk, 
Lying becom es easier, and the need for personal integrity 
and 'ru st dim inishes Basic personal values begin to loose 
their m eanings 
Kids 
need 
lielp with 
the problem s 
resulting 
from 
alcoholism Help for their parents would be a good place to 
start. In addition, they need m ore inform ation about 
alcoholism , and its signs and sym ptom s. Prevention is a key 
factor, and school curriculum s need to be revised to provide 
(he needed inform ation even at very early levels. 
Children need the perm ission to BK, and only we as their 
parents can give this to them They need to know that it is 
okay to love and to care, and to Im * cared lor Alcoholism can 
rob (hem of these vital necessities

Graff knows well how to

history Graff also would like 
to compile a picture history 
of Dallas, collaborating with 
several other interested 
persons. 
The historian said no

“Given the city’s natural 


attractiveness, 
its

pressive growth and its 
commercial importance, all 
in addition to the plethora of 
sources, this is indeed a 
shame.” he said. 
Graff said the research 
will have more than just an 
historical 
value. 
“ One 
simply cannot understand 
the city's present position 
without a firm awareness of 
its roots and the tra n ­ 
sformations which made it 
what it now is.” he said 


Urban problems would be 
more com prehensible, he 
said, if citizens had some 
awareness of the historical 
processes of the develop­ 
ment and the nature of social 
changes. 
“ If we can get the funds we 
are seeking, we also plan to 
set up a social history ar­ 
chive at UT-Dallas,” Graff 
said.

Consumer interest in home 
food preservation by drying 
is reviving due to the cost of 
other preservation methods 
and a previous shortage of 
jar lids, Mrs. Jean Carlton.

B a s i c a l l y , 
d r y i n g 
preserves food by removing 
sufficient 
moisture 
to 
prevent 
decay.

moisture is necessary for 
bacterial growth. 
D rying 
causes

c h a n g e s . 
Although bulk and energy 
are not affected, there is 
some mineral and vitamin 


loss 
Foods that can be dried 
include most 
fruits and 
vegetables and some meats 
and fish, she said. 
In hot climates, foods can 
be sun-dried sufficiently for 
preservation in a few days. 
In any climate, however, 
satisfactory drying con­

FDA Hopes To Clarify Ingredients

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Would you smear a bunch of 
ch em icals on your face 
without knowing what they 
were or whether they were 
safe0 
By and large, that s what 
you’ve been doing for years. 
Check your cosmetics and 
chances are you won t find a 
list of ingredients. You cer­ 
tainly won t find any informa­ 
tion about their safety. 
( “ H ypoallergenic” m eans 
less likely to cause allergic 
reactions, and “dermatologist 
tested’’ means practically 
n o th in g 
W hat did th e 
anonymous doctor test for?) 
W here 
in g re d ie n ts do 
appear, the manufacturer is 
complying with regulations 
adopted by the FDA in 1972, 
asking for voluntary registra­ 
tion by cosmetic companies of 
th r e e th in g s 
p la c e of 
m anufacture, product in­ 
gredients and adverse reac­ 
tions reported by consumers. 
Voluntary is the keyword 
No one knows exactly how# 
many cosmetic companies 
there are in this country but of 
an estimated thousand, 875 
companies have registered 
approxim ately 19,000 for­ 
mulations of an estimated 25.- 
000 on the market. 
Of those 875 companies, ap­ 
proxim ately 175 are p a r­ 
ticipating in the adverse con­ 
sumer reaction program, but, 
again, no one knows how 
many complaints are received 
by the industry. And those 
that are filed with the FDA 
are prescreened and verified 
by the company prior to sub­ 
mission. 
After all this, there still are 
no rules governing cosmetic 
safety prior to marketing, and 
there never have been. 
True, the FDA can seize any 
cosmetic deemed adulterated 
or misbranded — once it s on 
the market. With the agency’s 
thin resources spread over 
drugs and food as well (5 to 6.- 
000 employes, including ad­ 
ministrative and clerical), 
cosmetics don't get first bids 
Don't chuck it all in just yet 
There’s a faint light about to 
flicker over the consumer s 
path with the adoption of two 
new FDA regulations. 
First, beginning May 30. 
1976. any labels cosmetic 
firms order (and use after 
Nov. 30. 1976) must include 
the product's ingredients 
listed in order of concentra­ 
tion. 
Still, all ingredients which 
the company claims and the 
FDA concedes are trade 
secrets may be listed under 
“and other ingredients ' 
Then, too. “ fragrance" and 
“flavor." which in themselves 
may contain dozens of in­ 
gredients. will be referred to 
simply as “ fragrance" 
and 
“flavor." lest the consumer 
become confused 
All this is supposed to help 
you avoid ingredients you 
know you’re allergic to or 
simply wish to avoid 
But keep your eyes open 
Since the FDA had no authori­ 
ty 
to 
m a n d a t e

Labeling Act which requires 
ingredients to be labeled on

Reagan’s record not 
in line with platform

XX ASHINGTON — (NEA) — We have a habit in the United 
States of judging a man by what he says 
almost ignoring 
what he does 
lf he says what we like to hear, we forgive a man whose ac 
tions do violence to our beliefs If he says what we don t like to 
hear, he cannot please us whatever he does 
Let us then, in assessing Reagan, ignore what he ta rt, what 
he promises and how he postures 
And look at what he did as governor 
He castigated the state universities 
and doubled the 
budgets for higher education He verbally slashed right ami 
left and to the quick on health programs ami doubled or tripled 
their budgets, depending on your mathem atics 
He railed against government spending and higher taxes 
and increased the state budget to 2 5 times its level when he 
came to office On balance, he boosted taxes proportionately 
He talked about the California state legislature in the 
harshest terms but personally negotiated privately at greater 
length with legislative leaders than any previous governor He 
introduced more compromise bills and made more legislative 
compromises on major as well as minor points - perhaps 
more than any California executive within my memory 
In this. Reagan was like a first-rate union negotiator 
castigating adversary in public but dealing issue bv issue 
pragmatically with the verve of an old-fashioned horse trader 
Here he had the respect of some of his roughest opponents 
He lashed out at the welfare system — and ended up agree 
mg to quite liberal benefits and greatly increased spending 
His great achievement here, however, was in markedly reduc 
mg the number of chiselers on the rolls 
His words have given him a reputation favoring business 
against the small consumer But he sponsored what is perhaps 
the toughest water pollution control law in the United States 
and stepped up regulation of the auto repair, home insurance 
real estate and retail businesses and of doctors and dentists 
In cooperation with the legislature he reduced the oil deple 
tion allowance, increased income taxes from 7 to ll per cent 
for the top bracket, took more low-income families off the tax 
rolls, stiffened the capital gains tax, increased inheritance tax 
rates and gave renters tax credits He supported a bill giving 
mental patients the right to refuse shock treatm ents 
Like Jimmy Carter. Reagan brought in a considerable group 
of bright young men when he moved into the governorship As 
in the Carter administration, there was no hint of financial 
hanky-panky And Reagan’s appointments, like C arter s, were 
regarded as above average. 
Jut Reagan's style as governor was worlds apart from 
C arter s The latter came to work early, stayed late, insisted 
on knowing and analyzing every detail of every operation, and 
in the end. C arter's way prevailed 
Reagan as governor, worked from 9 to 5 He delegated work 
was interested onlv in overall policies, left his cabinet officers 
and assistants to develop and manage his and their programs 
with virtually free hands Details were of little interest 
Like Carter and most other politicians. Reagan is very sen 
sitive to criticism from his opponents But it s reported he ll 
Uke straight, highly critical talk in private from his friends 
not a common trait among governors or presidents

S h o u ld pro busing 
forces adm it defeat?

If someone a few years ago had come up with a scheme that 
would have increased racial discord in the nation, caused dis 
ruptions in the schools and fomented violence in the streets he 
would have been branded a menace to society 
Well, they did come up with such a scheme They called it 
busing. The tragedy of the situation is that where busing has 
worked, it has worked well, at least in its logistical aspects 
Where it has not worked, as in Boston, it has been disastrous 
Almost entirely forgotten In the controversy, however is 
the question of whether school busing to achieve desegrega­ 
tion, workable or not. accepted by a community or not. actual- 
V r m A t* in any academic or other benefits for minority 
children. 
Riverside, Calif., is about as far away from Boston as it is 
possible to get, geographically or by any other measure A 10- 
year-Iong study of the impact of volunUry school desegrega­ 
tion in that city of 150,000 reveals that not only has busing fail­ 
ed to improve the self-esteem of minority children but that 
they 
did not gain in achievement, either absolutely or 
relative to national norms.” 
xiT!* 
conducted by Psychologists Dr Norman 
Miller of the University of Southern California and Dr Harold 
B. Gerard of UCLA, who report in Psychology Today 
magazine that when they undertook their study they were true 
believers. 
We expected to document the successes of the whole 
program: busing to achieve ethnic balance in school, the ris­ 
ing competence and ambition of minority children and their 
subsequent academic rise to equality with whites We have 
been profoundly disappointed ” 
Indeed, they discovered that not only did minority grades 
not improve, they went down after desegregation, and even 
after several years there appeared to be no change in minority 
achievement motivation. Ironically, though, white children 
from families in the bottom five per cent of the socioeconomic 
ladder did show gains in self-esteem, which seems to be about 
the only positive accomplishment of Riverside’s experiment 
with busing. 
“We cannot expect busing programs to lead straight to 
better minority education,” the authors conclude. “It was 
quixotic, if not arrogant, to have thought at the outset that sit- 
a 


next to white classmates would cause Mexican-American 
black students to take on good, white middleclass values 
and enter the mainstream of American society. 
“It just did not happen. We found, instead, that the children 
in each ethnic group became more and more cliquish over the 
years and leu accepting of thou outside their own group.” 
If it could be shown that busing achieves worthwhile goals 
for which it is designed, it might!* worth ill the turmoil. But

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Drying Recommendations Given 


Consumer interest in home 
food preservation by drying 
is reviving due to the cost of 
other preservation methods 
and a previous shortage of 
jar lids, Mrs. Jean Carlton. 
Collin County Extension 
Agent, says. 
B a s i c a l l y , 
d r y i n g 
preserves food by removing 
sufficient 
moisture 
to 
prevent 
decay, 
since 
moisture is necessary for 
bacterial growth. 
Drying 
causes 
some 
n utritional 
changes. 
Although bulk and energy 
are not affected, there is 
some mineral and vitamin 


loss 
Foods that can be dried 
include most fruits and 
vegetables and some meats 
and fish, she said. 
In hot climates, foods can 
be sun-dried sufficiently for 
preservation in a few days. 
In any climate, however, 
satisfactory drying con­ 
ditions can be created at a 
moderate cost by using 
artificial 
heat 
and 
cir­ 
culating air over the food, 
she explained. 
Some special equipment is 
needed for home dry ing of 
food To dry in a kitchen 
oven, items needed are

drying 
trays, 
an 
oven 
thermometer and a small 
fan 
Or. a portable food 
dehydrator may be used 
Most foods are dried at 
about 140 degrees F in an 
oven or portable dehydrator 
For sun drying, trays and 
cheesecloth are needed For 
sun drying, temperatures of 
over 98 degrees 
F. 
and 
relatively low humidity are 
needed 
Since drying does not 
improve the quality of foods. 


only top quality foods should 
be used Vegetables in prime 
condition should be selected 
and prepared for drying on 
the day they are harvested 
Only fully-ripe fruits should 
be used 
If fruit 
is not 
suitable for eating fresh, it is 
not suitable for drying, the 
agent reminded 
All 
foods 
need 
some 
preparation or pretreatment 
before drying 
Vegetables 
may 
be 
blanched with hot water or 


steam 
This 
inactivates 
enzymes in the food that 
otherwise 
would 
cause 
deterioration of color and 
flavor during drying and 
storage 
Blanching causes some 
loss of nutrients through 
leaching To keep leaching 
at a minimum, blanch only 
as long as required 
However, underblanching 
will not inactivate enzymes, 
and the dried food will be of 
inferior quality. Prepare 


only the amount of food that 
can be dried at one time 
Although fruits may be 
blanched before drying, 
sulfuring 
is 
preferred 
S u lfu r in g 
e f f e c t i v e l y 
maintains the quality and 
nutrients of the food during 
drying 
and 
storage 
However, oven drying is not 
preferred for sulphured 
fruits because of the ob­ 
jectionable odor of the 
sulphur fumes 
Sulphuring 
should be 
done 
<xitdoors 


away from close contact 
with 
plants, 
trees 
and 
shrubs, she cautioned 
Fruits and vegetables are 
dried, packaged and stored 
in a similar manner Fruits 
and vegetable pieces are 
distributed on trays in single 
layers The total amount of 
food being dried at one time 
with artificial heat should 
not exceed that 
recom­ 
mended 
by reliable 
in­ 
structions 
Do not 
use 
gahanized 
screen on drying trays 
There is an acid reaction 
that darkens food and may 
cause a dangerous reaction 


Also do not use fiberglas, 
vinyl or copper screening

FDA Hopes To Clarify Ingredients

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Would you sm ear a bunch of 
c h e m ic a ls on yo u r 
face 
without knowing what they 
were or whether they were 
safe0 
By and large, that s what 
you’ve been doing for years 
Check your cosmetics and 
chances are you won t find a 
list of ingredients. You cer­ 
tainly won t find any informa­ 
tion ab o u t th e ir s a fe ty . 
( “ H y p o alle rg e n ic” m eans 
less likely to cause allergic 
reactions, and “ dermatologist 
te sted " 
m eans practically 
n o t h i n g . 
W h a t 
d id 
th e 
anonymous doctor test for0 ) 
W h e re 
i n g r e d i e n t s 
do 
appear, the manufacturer is 
complying 
with 
regulations 
adopted by the FDA in 1972, 
asking for voluntary registra­ 
tion by cosmetic companies of 
t h r e e t h i n g s : 
p l a c e of 
m a n u fa c tu re , 
p roduct in­ 
gredients and adverse reac­ 
tions reported by consumers. 
Voluntary is the keyword 
No one knows exactly how 
m any cosm etic com panies 
there are in this country but of 
an estimated thousand. 875 
com panies have registered 
ap p ro x im ate ly 
19,000 fo r­ 
mulations of an estimated 25,- 
000 on the market 
Of those 875 companies, ap­ 
p ro x im a tely 
175 a re p a r ­ 
ticipating in the adverse con­ 
sumer reaction program, but, 
again, no one knows how 
many complaints are received 
by the industry. And those 
that are filed with the FDA 
are prescreened and verified 
by the company prior to sub­ 
mission 
After all this, there still are 
no rules governing cosmetic 
safety prior to marketing, and 
there never have been. 
True, the FDA can seize any 
cosmetic deemed adulterated 
or misbranded — once it s on 
the market. With the agency's 
thin resources spread over 
drugs and food as well (5 to 6.- 
000 employes, including ad­ 
m inistrative and clerical), 
cosmetics don't get first bids 
Don’t chuck it all in just yet. 
There s a faint light about to 
flicker over the consumer's 
path with the adoption of two 
new FDA regulations 
First, beginning May 30, 
1976, any 
labels cosm etic 
firms order (and use after 
Nov. 30, 1976i must include 
the p ro d u c t's 
in gredients 
listed in order of concentra­ 
tion 
Still, all ingredients which 
the company claims and the 
FDA concedes a re trad e 
secrets may be listed under 
“ and other ingredients " 
Then, too. “ fragrance" and 
. “ flavor," which in themselves 
may contain dozens of in­ 
gredients. will be referred to 
simply as “ fragrance" 
and 
“ flavor," lest the consumer 
become confused 
All this is supposed to help 
you avoid ingredients you 
know you're allergic to or 
simply wish to avoid 
But keep your eyes open 
Since the FDA had no authori- 
ty 
to 
m a n d a t e 
t h i s 
regulation, it borrowed some 
from the F air Packaging and

Labeling Act which requires 
ingredients to be labeled on 
the product’s outerm ost con­ 
tainer 
So, as long as the box con­ 
taining that bottle of eye liner, 
say, carries the list of in­ 
gredients, the com pany is 
safe. 
The second regulation, deal 
ing with safety, goes into 
effect in November 
At that time, a cosmetic 
manufacturer who has not 
substantiated the safety of his 
product, must state on the 
label. “ The safety of this 
product has not been deter­ 
mined." 
What, however, constitutes 
safety? The giant companies 
such as E lizab eth Arden, 
Revlon, Helena Rubinstein 
and Estee Lauder, for exam ­ 
ple. all say they routinely test 
new products for skin and eye 
irritation, sensitization (the 
development of a sensitivity 
to a product after usage) and 
lethal dosage (how much of 
this must be ingested to kill?) 
T hat’s fine for them. What

And what of this reaction

WASHINGTON — (N EA ) — We have a habit in the United 
States of judging a man by what he says 
almost ignoring 
what he does 
If he says what we like to hear, we forgive a man whose ac 
tions do violence to our beliefs If he says what we don’t like to 
hear, he cannot please us whatever he does 
Let us then, in assessing Reagan, ignore what he says, what 
he promises and how he postures 
And look at what he did as governor 
He castigated the state universities 
arni doubled the 
budgets for higher education He verbally slashed right and 
left and to the quick on health programs and doubled or tripled 
their budgets, depending on your mathematics 
He railed against government spending and higher taxes, 
and increased the state budget to 2 5 times its level when he 
came to office On balance, he boosted taxes proportionately 
He talked about the California state legislature in the 
harshest terms but personally negotiated privately at greater 
length with legislative leaders than any previous governor He 
introduced more compromise bills and made more legislative 
compromises on major as well as minor points 
perhaps 
more than any California executive within my memory 
In this, Reagan was like a first-rate union negotiator, 
castigating adversary in public but dealing issue by issue 
pragmatically with the verve of an old-fashioned horse trader 
Here he had the respect of some of his roughest opponents 
He lashed out at the welfare system 
and ended up agree 
mg to quite liberal benefits and* greatly increased spending 
His great achievement here, however, was in markedly reduc 
ing the number of chiselers on the rolls 
His words have given him a reputation favoring business 
against the small consumer But he sponsored what is perhaps 
the toughest water pollution control law in the United States, 
and stepped up regulation of the auto repair, home insurance, 
real estate and retail businesses and of doctors and dentists 
In cooperation with the legislature he reduced the oil deple 
lion allowance, increased income taxes from 7 to ll per cent 
for the top bracket, took more low-income families off the tax 
rolls, stiffened the capital gains tax, increased inheritance tax 
rates and gave renters tax credits He supported a bill giving 
mental patients the right to refuse shock treatments 
Like Jim m y Carter. Reagan brought in a considerable group 
of bright young men when he moved into the governorship As 
in the Carter administration, there was no hint of financial 
hanky-panky. And Reagan's appointments, like Carter's, were 
regarded as above average. 


tot Reagan’s style as governor was worlds apart from 
Carter’s. Tile latter came to work early, stayed late, insisted 
on knowing and analyzing every detail of every operation, and 
In the end, Carter’s way prevailed. 
Reagan as governor, worked from 9 to 5. He delegated work. 
was interested onto in overall policies, left his cabinet officers 
and assistants to develop and manage his and their programs 
with virtually free hands Details were of little interest 
Like Carter and most other politicians, Reagan is very sen 
sitive to criticism from his opponents But it s reported he ll 
take straight, highly critical talk in private from his friends, 
not a common trait among governors or presidents
